gone onto a gold basis, aud tho prices 
will continue to fall until they are 
lower than the prices for the same ar- 
ticles which arc produced in silver us- 
ing conutries. Protection in this coun- 
try is as dead as slavery until silver ia 
reinonetized.

Financial News of 


March 10th, 1896, says: 


The 
financial 
situation in the 


United States is very serious. 
The 


condition of affairs in the United States 
xjngress demands the immediate atten- 
ion of British financiers and states- 
men. 
The trade of the world is now 


in onr hands, bnt it will not long re- 
main there if the United States goes 
:o a bimetallic basis with free and un- 
.imited coinage of silver. 


With the addition of silver to the 


volume of money, everything in Amer- 
ica would take on a new face ;labor and 
industry would gain new life. 
The 


grip of the gold standard on the pro- 
ducts of the world would be loosened 
and prices would rise. 
Great Britain 


would lose her markets in South Amer- 
ica, Asia and Europe, and American 
ships would not be long in capturing 
the carrying trade of the world. 


"British creditors must now apply 


themselves quickly to the American 
money problem. 
The American peo- 


ple are now thoroughly aroused and ed- 
ucated on the power and use of money, 
and made desperate by debt and busi- 
ness depression, they are forcing free 
silver as the main issue. 


'Great Britain need fear no injury 


to her trade or investments if the Re-

In the fall of 1877 John Sherman, 


•then secreatry of the treasury, engaged 
in refunding the public debt by issuing 
new bonds to refund tne older ones, en- 
deavored to get an interpretation of 
the law to.the effect that the bonds he 
-was about to issue were payable in 
gold, but the 
attorney-general, to 


whom the question was referred, said 
Hay to such unwarrantable interpreta- 
tion of the statute, 
which distinctly 


provided for payments in coin. 


Secretary Sherman then appealed to 


congress on December 3, 1878, asking 
that "an express exception shall be 
made requiring gold coin alone shall 
be paid for principal and interest on 
bonds issued to the public creditors 
airice February 12, 1873 (the date of 
the act 
demonetizing 
silver) 
the 


amount of which is §592,990,700." 


Congress promplty accepted the gage 


of.a batlte offered by Mr. Sherman. 
It was among the first of the silver 
fights. 
On the Gth day of December, 


1878, three days' after Sherman's ap- 
peal. Stanley Matthews, Republican 
senator from Ohio and afterward a jus- 
tice of the supreme court of the United 
States, introduced in the senate the 
following preamble and resolution: 


Whereas.By the act entitled "An act 


to strengthen the public credit," ap- 
proved March 18, 1869, it was provided 
and declared that the faith of the 
United States was thereby solemnly 
pledged to the payment in coin, or its 
equivalent, of all the interest-bearing 
obligations of the United States, ex- 
cept in cases where the law authorizing 
the issue of such obligations had ex- 
pressly provided that tho same might 
be paid in lawful money or other cur- 
rency than gold or silver; and, 


Whereas, All the 
bonds of the. 


United States authorized to be issued 
by an act entitled "An act to authorize 
the refunding of the national debt," 
approved July 14, 1870, by the terms 
-of said act were declared to bo redeem- 
able in coin of the then present stan- 
dard value, bearing interest, payable 
semi-anuually in such coin; and, 


Whereas, All bonds of the United 


States autohrized to be issued under 
the act entitled "An act to provide for 
the resumption of specie payment," ap- 


: proved January 14, 1875, are required 


, to be of the description of bonds of the 


United States described in the said act 
of congress approved July 14, 1870, en- 
titled, "An act to authorize the refund- 
ing of the national debt;" and, 


Whereas, At the date of the passage 


• of aaid act of congress last aforesaid, to 


>wit, the Hth of July, 1870, the coin 
of the United States of standard value 
of that date included silver dollars of 
the weight of 412 >£ grains each, as 
declared by the act approved January 
18, 1837, entitled "An act supplemen- 
tary to the act entitled, An act estab- 
lishing a mint and regulating the coins 
of the United States,' "to be a legal 
tender payment according to their nom- 
inal value for any sums whatever; 
therefore, be it 


Resoleved by tho senate (the house 


of representatives concurring therein), 
That all bonds of tbo United States is- 
sued or authoirzed to be issued under 
the said acts of congress heroin before 
recited as payable, principal and inter- 
est, at the option of. the government of 
the United States, in silver dollars of 
fche coinage of tlio United States con- 
taining 412!-i grains each of standard 


- silver; and that to restore to its coinage 


Bach silver coins as a legal tender in 
payment of said bonds, principal and 
interest, is not iii violation of the pub- 
lic faith nor iu derogation of the rights 
of the public creditor. 
laud, O. 


Tho 
resolution was debated for 


nearly two months, and did not reach 
a vote until tho 25th of January, 1879. 
The influence of the money power and 
the Hayes administration, with Sher- 


' 
man as secretary of tho treasury, was 
brought to bear against it. It was a 
legal proposition by one of tho most 
eminent 
Republican lawyers of the 


Union. Tho preamble, it will be ob- 
served, constitutes nt onco a statement 
of the case and an irresistible argu- 
ment. 


The resolution passed tho senate on 


January 25, there being 43 senators 
voting for it, 20 against, it, and 1-1 ab- 
sent or paired. 
This was moro than a 


two-thirds vote. 
Of thc yeas 19 wero 


Kepnblian and 2o Democratic senators, 
and of tho ayes 15 were Republicans 
and 7 Democrats. 
A majoirty of thc 


.S3uators of both parties voted for it. 
We have the ayes ami nays before us. 
The resolution was voted for by Sena- 
tors Cameron and William A. Wallace. 
of Peuusylviiaia, 
by Matthews and 


Thurmau of Ohio, by McDonald and 
Voorhees of Indiana, by Oglesby and 
Davis of Illinois, by Allison and Kirk- 
•wood of Iowa, by Cameron and Howo 
of Wisconsin and by Judge McMillan of 
Minnesota, well known in Pittsburg as 
a stanch sound-money Republican. By 
their votes theso senators declared tho 
bonds payable in silver coin, and that 
such payment was "not in violation of 
tho public faith nor iii derogation of 
the rights of tho pulbic creditor." 
This doctrine is now proclaimed by thc 
gold bug press and the Wall street 
gold speculators to be repudiation. 


On the 28th of January the pream- 


ble and resolution wore adopted by the 
.house of 
representatives, 
without 


amendment, by a vote of 189 yeas. 7!i 
nays 'and 24 not voting. 
Wo regret- 


our space prevents giving the yea and 
nay voto in full. 
In the house, as in 


the senate,tho resolution was passed by 


' 
a two-thirds vote, and was voted for by 
a majority of both Republicans and 
Democrats. 
It received the votes of 


116 Democrats and 7:1 Republicans. 
Against it were the votes of 2;5 Demo- 
crats and 5C Republicans. 


Prominent among these Republicans 


who voted for thc resolution in the 
house were WILLIAM M'KINLEY, of 
Ohio; Charles Poster, secretary of the 
treasury under Harrison; J- Warren 
Keifer. afterward speaker of the house, 
and Hon. J. D. Cox, secretary of tho 
interior under General Grant. 
Rusaell 


Errett and Thomas M. Baynethen rep- 
resented 
Allegheny 
county in the 


house, and both voted for the resolu- 
tion." 
Among other Pennslyvanians 


who voted for it were Judge Kelley, of 
Philadelphia; 
Shallouberger, of the 


Beaver district; Judge Harry White, of 
Indiana county, ana John M. Thomp- 
son, of Butler, " all Republicans; and 
among the Democrats were Heister 
Clymer and Hendrick B. Wright, Fif- 
teen Pennsylvania members voted for 
the resolutions and eight against it, 
four boing absent. 
Among the promi- 


nent Democrats from other states who 
voted for the resolution were the pres- 
ent secretary of the navy, Hilary A, 
Herbert; Secretary of the Treasury 
John G. Carlisle, S. S. Cox, Bragg, of 
Wisconsin, and others too numerous to 
mention. 


This is an important record. 
It is a 


landmark, as it is the congressional 
interpretation whether the bonds are 
payable in coin, and in what kind of 
coin, at the option of the government. 
This is jnst now une of the salient 
points of the silver debate. 
We com- 


rnond to our readers the weight of Re- 
publican and Democratic authority—a 
majority of the Democratic and Repub- 
lican senators and representatives— 
comprising honored names in both par- 
ites, including that of William McKin- 
loy, who declared that the bonds were 
payable in silver, and that such pay- 
ment "is not in violation of the public 
'faith nor in derogaiton of the rights 
of the public creditor."

cord with national honor and good 
faith has now become in his eyes, or 
rather those of his master, the gold 
bugs of tho country, repudiation and 
anarchy.—Pittsbnrg Post.

ing for the erection of a new home for 
aged women. 
Work will commence 


immediately, and by December the new 
building will be ready for occupancy. 
It \vill be erected on the lots at the 
corner of Front and Chillicothe streets, 
donated by John T. Wilson to the society 
and will coat about §5,000. It will 
be a pretty structure, of the Quecu 
Ann atlye and will be an architectural 
credit to the city, as well as a monu- 
ment to the noble women who are as- 
sociated with the work. 


The institution is a familiar one to 


the 
citizens of Portsmouth. 
Since 


1880 the society has provided a home 
and cared for the worthy women who 
in old age found themselves friendless 
or homeless. The quarters which have 
been occupied, on West Fourth street, 
have become totally inadequate and 
the movement for a new building has 
been pushed for several years. 
The 


society has a standing offer of $2,000 
cash for the porperty now occupied, and 
with this will have a fund of §3,500 to 
commence the newjanilding. 
The bal- 


ance will undoubtedly be forth coming 
before the work is completed, as the in- 
stitution is one that commends itself 
to the charity of every good citizen. 


The plans for the building were pre- 


pared by Architect A. B. Alger and ac- 
cepted about ten days ago. Contractors 
were notified, and this morning a com- 
mittee consisting of Mrs. Jos. Reed, 
Mrs. Emma Jennings, Miss Mary Dam- 
arin, Mrs. Irene Jordan, J. K. Duke 
and A. M. Damarin met Architect Al- 
ger's office to open bids.. 
There were 


in all about twenty-four bids for the 
various contracts, which wore awarded 
as follows:

•will extend from front to rear ou both 
floors. 
As you enter ou the first floor, 


the parlor will bo to the loft, in the 
tower, and ou tho sumo side of the hall 
is the dining room, kitchen and pantry. 
On the oast side is a reception room, 
matron's room, ordinary aud ono bed 
room. 
Tho west sido of the scuond 


floor contains a reception room, store 
room, bed room and closnts and the 
east side five bed rooms. 
The third 


floor, or attic, which will not bo fur- 
nished, fit present, will contain sis bed 
rooms.

about fifteen inmates at the start, and 
the third floor will nearly double this.
